Mercer, master planning gives cred- 
ence to a zoning ordinance. 

The ordinance was completed in 
1976, but the master plan, although 
presented to city council, was never 
officially accepted. No particular reason 
for not adopting it has ever bee€n given. 

‘It was a good plan,’’ Jason said, 
adding it had some innovative ideas, 
but was dictated by present conditions 
as well as indications for future develop- 
ment. 


“The city needs a plan,’’ he said. 
‘*Most small towns need a thriving 
downtown development.”’ 

‘*We in East Jordan,’’ he continued, 
‘*have the natural resources available to 
us for development that no’ other 
community has.’’ 

There probably are as many reasons 
as there are people that more develop- 
ment has not taken place, he said, 
naming one big one—‘‘It takes mon- 
ey.”’ 

Kempton’s reason for asking for new 
attention to master planning is, ‘‘We 
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EJ panel to start work to develop master plan 


ought to know where we are going.” 

The chamber’s executive director, 
Judy Shea, said the chamber had 
reviewed the original master plan. ‘‘It’s 
a good beginning... it’s technically 
sound,’’ she said. She said further that 
problems are arising in connection with 
zoning. 

‘‘An updated master plan,’’ Shea 
said, ‘‘should encourage businesses to 
come into the area.”’ 

Sheridan said the planning and 
zoning commission expects to work on 
the plan this winter. 


Public gets turn to talk about solid waste 


County residents with comments 
about the proposed county-wide solid 
waste disposal plan have their chance to 
speak Thursday night. 

A public hearing on the document— 
which took almost two years to put 
together—will begin at 7:30 p.m. in the 
circuit court room at the county building 
in Charlevoix. (Entrance will be from 
the parking lot behind the building.) 

The pian was devised because of the 
state solid waste law passed in 1978. 
Every county must put one together. 

Following the hearing, the committee 
must submit the plan to all 18 munici- 
palities in the county. At least 13 of 
them must approve before the plan goes 
to the county board of commissioners 
for its perusal. 

Once the county board has given its 
OK, the plan goes to the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources—which ad- 
ministers landfill operations—for its 
approval. 

The plan incorporates DNR mandates 
that Boyne City and East Jordan shut 
their landfills, which the state agency 
says are not licensable under the law. 
Boyne City is still fighting to keep its 
dump open, while East Jordan has 
started a transfer operation. 

The 13-member committee is made 
up mostly of county residents who do 
not hold public office. It does contain a 
couple county commissioners, a city 
manager and a couple township offic- 
ials. 

Here is the plan: 

—Three licensed landfills will be 
available to dump garbage. These are 
the Charlevoix Garbage Service private- 
ly owned facility in Ironton, the Antrim- 
Kalkaska municipal landfill in Kalkaska 
County and the Crawford-Otsego muni- 
cipal dump in Crawford County. Charle- 
voix Garbage Service would be the only 
licensed garbage dump in the county. 

—Six specialized landfills would be 
maintained for disposal of such things 
as fly ash, demolition materials, trees 
and stumps. These are at the East 
Jordan Iron Works, C. H. Smith and 
Co., the Advance power plant, the 
Boyne City landfill, the East Jordan 
landfill and the Charlevoix city landfill. 
Garbage dumping would not be allowed 
at the city landfills. 

—Six ‘‘transfer stations’’ (like giant 
dumpsters) would be placed around the 
county so garbage could be dumped and 
held there until being carted off to a 


licensed landfill. Transfer stations al- 
ready exist in Melrose and Boyne Valley 
townships. Others would be in Boyne 
City and East Jordan (which has a 
packer-truck instead of a “‘green box’’). 
Placement of the remaining two would 
depend on how fast the Charlevoix 
Garbage Service operation filled up. If a 
major transfer station to replace or 
augment the landfill! were placed nearer 
to East Jordan, an additional station 
would be placed near Charlevoix. 

—~An incinerator is projected for use 
by Beaver Island’s 350 or so permanent 
residents. 

Boyne City and Charlevoix officials 
have voiced concerns about the plan. 

Boyne city manager Tim Clifton, who 


is on the solid waste committee, objects 
to the site pinpointed for the Boyne 
transfer station. The site would be 
somewhere along South M-7S, which 
Clifton says would be unattractive in an 
area of growth. 

The panel members selected the area 
because of its accessibility ty transfer 
trucks. 

Clifton and city commission members 
are still holding out for continued use of 
the city landfill on Charlevoix Avenue in 
Evangeline Township. 

Charlevoix city manager Robert Hunt 
has complained to his city council about 
the cost involved in closing the city’s 
existing landfill, a concern shared by 
Boyne officials. 


State set to approve 


The Michigan Aeronautics Commis- 
sion is set to approve the Boyne City 
airport preliminary airport layout plan. 
It will follow the city commission’s 
approval, given Tuesday, Sept. 28. - 

The layout plan was a necessary step 
in making the layout for the associated 
industrial park. It was performed by the 
city engineers, Granger Engineering 
Inc. of Gaylord, following very detailed 
prescriptions by the Aeronautics Com- 
mission. 

“We're not committing any funds 
with this approval,’’ city manager Tim 
Clifton said. 

However, costs have been estimated 
for implementing such items on the plan 
as fencing, modification of the runways, 
addition of taxiways and apron area; 
and a rotating beacon. They are to show 
the needs and provide guidelines for 
future grant requests, Clifton said. 

“The most significant finding of this 
study,’’ says the Granger prospectus, 
‘tis that a considerable amount of 
improvement to the Boyne City Airport 
is justifiable based on today’s use.”’ 

The soon-to-be platted industrial park 
is considered an important part of the 
plan, the airfield, enhancing the devel- 
opment of the park, and the park 
increasing the use of the airfield, Clifton 
said. 


The park lies at one end of one of the: 


two airfield runways. Its 40 acres 
include the property owned and already 
developed by Top 0’ Michigan Rural 


Electric Company. 

The principal runway, which is as- 
phalted, will be extended 61 feet, and 
widened 10. More length would be 
desirable, the Granger report says, but 
is not possible because of the land 
designated for the park. 

The report notes, however, that the 
benefits of having the park and port

An appeals court ruling in a suit filed 
by Delta County against the DNR 
suggests the state would have to pay for 
changes in landfill operations forced 
upon communities by the law—Act 641 
of 1978. 

The court ruled the Headlee Amend- 
ment requires the state to cover 
expenses associated with imposition of 
new state regulations on local govern- 
ment. The state is appealing the 
decision to the supreme court. 

“It is conceivable that the courts 
could find that the standards in Act 641 
are enforceable, if they are adopted 
locally, under the auspices of the county 
solid waste management plan,’’ Hunt 
said in an August memorandum to the 
city council.

Sculptor Midener: Working with space

Sculptures by Walter Midener 
of East Jordan will be on display at 
the Virginia McCune Art Center in 
Petoskey beginning Saturday. 

The exhibit will continue through- 
out October. - 

Midener, at 70, has had a lifelong 
career as a sculptor, beginning as a 
young student in Germany. 

He cante to this country during the 
tise of Hitler and enlisted in the 
United States Army, winning, a- 
mong other honors, the Silver Star 
for singlehanded capture of 80 
German soldiers. 

In 1958 he became assistant head 
of what is now the Calcae of Arts 


and Design in Detroit, becoming 
- director in 1968. 

Midener now lives and works in 
East Jordan with his wife Peggy, 
whose professional success is in 
painting. 

His work will be represented by 
more than 25 figures in wood, metal, 
and terra cotta, and also by draw- 
ings and photographs. : 

“My sculpture is influenced by 
themes from the Old and New 
Testaments, classical mythology... I 
am mainly interested in organic 
form,’’ he says, adding that the 
discovery of ‘‘new solutions in the 
material as the sculpture progres- 
ses” fascinates him. 


The Mideners’ home is filled with 
the quiet figures he has carved and 
modeled. Out under the trees there 
are more. 

““Now at last we have a sculpture 
garden!’’ says Peggy. : 

None of those pieces are pur- 
chasable, but some in the show may 
be bought. The pieces vary from 
lifelike heads done of friends and 
family to massive but elongated 
figures, some hollowed out to pro- 
vide another dimension for form. 

““They don’t show one moment in 
time,’’ says Peggy, ‘‘but a synthe- 
sis.”’ 

The sculptor says he likes three- 
dimensional work better than paint- 


ing. “I’m working with actual 
space,” he says. ‘‘Whereas in paint- 
ing I'm working with make-believe 
space.”’ 

He adds with a twinkle, ‘‘Besides 
one painter in the family is enough.” 

Pointing to a terra cotta head of a 
young woman, he says, ‘‘and that’s 
my daughter Wendy (Wendy Mid- 
ener Froud).”’ 

Wendy is the designer of some of 
the Muppet characters.

professionals lie in wait in your mail 
box! 

Instead of doing her fellow man or 
woman, she does for them and for no 
pay. If you don’t believe this just ask 
Doug McCombs at Charlevoix County 
Social Services. He will vouch for her. 

Since April 1977 Virginia has worked 
as a volunteer (no pay) in the following 
capacities: Assists workers in the 
Charlevoix County Social Services’ Of- 
fice with clerical duties, assists people 
with their very long complicated appli- 
cations in the office or in the home, 
transports state wards (youth Social 
Services is responsible for by court 
order) to foster homes, counseling, 
home visits, etc., transports elderly and 
handicapped patients to the doctor, 
assists with monthly recreation pro- 
grams for adult foster home residents, 
schedules health screening appoint- 


k ments for children, updates the com- 


munity resource directory, and makes 
monthly phone calls to people who 
require household help to be able to 
remain in their homes, and checks with 
them as to the adequacy of the home 
help for their particular condition. 

For this year Virginia’s volunteer 
ytime has totaled 640 hours (7 months).

Last year her time totaled almost 1000 
hours. Her total volunteer time since 
April 1977 is 3,962 hours. She has 
traveled 8,793 miles for the seven 
montis of this year, What is her 
paycheck? Nineteen cents per mile with 
an occasional lunch thrown in. 

This is the story that never makes the 
headlines when the state is busy with 
Social Services surgery, or when the 
local, national or world-wide charity 
programs are being sponsored. 

No, the state does not furnish 
‘Virginia a car. Virginia’s husband and 
Virginia furnish the car, the payments, 
the insurance, the repairs and upkeep. 
Look around and find someone else who 
is willing to do that much for the ‘‘least 
of these’’ that our Lord mentioned, and 
for that kind of money. 

What I can’t understand is why 
Virginia Daniels and comparable volun- 
teers have not been thanked personally 
and given recognition by our governor 
and our president as jong as they are 
walking the floor nights looking for w 
solution to our economy. Our Demo- 
cratic heads are no greater than the 
individual parts that constitute it. 

Personally, I am more than honored 
to meet'so great a humanitarian in the 
person of Virginia Daniels. I wonder if 
our churches know about her.

Poaching has become so widespread 
it’s done every day of the year. 
Somebody, somewhere, today or to- 
night will poach a fish, game animal or 
bird, and we'll all have lost a very 
valuable resource. 

Invariably a friend, neighbor or 
relative will see the act or hear about it, 
then do nothing. I’ve learned that fish 
and game violators usually are known to 
the witness, but the onlookers seldom 
become involved, even anonymously, in 
a messy situation. 

It is important for sportsmen and 
citizens alike to realize that poaching is 
not just a crime against wildlife, but 
also a crime against every person in the 
state. The only way we’ll ever be able to 
curtail this problem is through citizen 
involvement. We need to realize that 
poachers must be apprehended, and 
that only can be accomplished when you 
become involved, and your actions 
against poachers can turn the tide in 
curbing the barbaric practice of poach- 
ing. 

What can be done when a poacher is 
violating fish and game laws? Observe 
and .remember who, what, when, 
where, why and sometimes how about

the violation and the person(s) involved. 
Don't trust descriptions to memoty, 
write it down. 


A few things to look for include’ a 
visual description of the violator. Note 
his approximate size, color of hair and 
eyes, color of clothing including hat, 
and look for a gun or bow during 
hunting violations. Back-tag license 
numbers are helpful and are easily 
seen. 


If a car or truck is used, determine the 
vehicle make, color and year; the 
license plate number and state; and 
direction of travel. Note the violators’ 
activity, but don’t try to be a hero, Relay 
the information to your local conserva- 
tion officer or call the DNR hotline at 
1-800-292-7800 day or night. Conserva-
